NDIANA business and wa om rece

A study of more than three hundred 
replies to a questionnaire prepared by | 
the state department of education re- 
veals a cross-section of the opinion of 
leading citizens of the state on the 
value and efficacy of the state's grade 
school course of study. 

The questionnaires were prepared by 
Roy P. Wisehart, state superintendent,

spection, and sent to members of civic 
clubs, business organizations, profes- 
sional men and others of the state as a 
means of guiding the department of 
education in preparation or revision of 
the course of study in the elementary | 
schools. |

ception showed a desire on the part) 
of those whose opinion was sought for 
retention of reading and spelling in) 
the study course, and a majority of) 
those replying looked with disfavor on 
any increase in the number of subjects 
taught in the grade schools. Writing 
lessons were thought less important 
than a number of other subjects, but

There are three Basilicas in 
Rome which the Pope was accus- 
tomed to officiate at on different 
festivals; they are called the pat- 
riarchal churches. They are St. 
John Lateran, St. Peter’s and St. 
Mary Major. The latter church 
is called St. Mary Major because 
it is the first church in Rome, 
both in age and in dignity, dedi- 
cated to our Blessed Lady. 

Popular tradition states that 
when looking about for a site on 
which to build a basilica in honor 
of our Blessed Lady, a snow cov- 
ered the hill on which St. Mary 
Major is located. But since snow 
seldom falls in Rome, this snow- 
fall, covering the hill on which 
the church is located, and ap- 
pearing on the fifth of August, 
the very warmest season of the 
year in Rome, made its appear- 
ance all the more remarkable.

SELECT THE RIGHT SCHOOL. 


Owing to the importance of the subject this is the second 
educational number we have published this summer. It is 
needless to apprise the reader that we are not attacking the 
public school system in emphasizing the very important 
reasons for Which Catholic children should be sent to a 
Catholic school. 


In our issue of August 4th, we tried to make it very 
clear that the parochial schoo! does not suffer by compari- 
son with the public school, no matter from which viewpoint 
they are considered. We called attention to the fact that 
in nearly every competitive contest in which parochial and 
public school children participate, there are at least twenty 
public schools represented to each Catholic school and that, 
despite these odds so favorable to the public school, paroch- 
ia) schoo! children win most of the prizes. This was true of 


test, District and Regional Oratory Contests, etc., held this 
spring. 

In this issue we quote from the Indianapolis News of 
July 21st in proof of the many admitted weaknesses in the 
public school curriculum. The Indiana State Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction submitted a questionnaire to three 
hundred business and professional men in order to elicit 
expressions of views from men who receive the products of 
the schools into their offices. The result was that they were 
unanimous in condemning the several fads which have been 
brought irité the schools in recent years, and emphasized the 
greater importance of the three R's, no matter with which 
other subjects the child’s time may be occupied. 


We also quote a report prepared by a Commission of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church relating to several big 
colleges and universities. 


Every parent should think twice before sending his 
child to a state institution of higher learning if it is within 
his power at al! to send his boy or girl to a Catholic institu- 
tion. The religious world outside the Catholic Church is 
in such a confusion that we could expect professors in sec- 
tarian institutions or in state universities to be disposed to 
eall nearly every old religious truth in question. A book | 
recently published pointed out that even theologians in 
Protestant Seminaries are less than one-half as orthodox as_ | 
preachers who now fill the pulpits, and that they were hope- | 
lessly divided in their convictions even about what have | 
been regarded as fundamentals of faith. 

Now, if those who pass through ecclesiastical semi- 
naries are confused in their minds, what can be expected of 
men who have never had more than a secular education and 
who, because they never had any settled convictions in the 
past, are swayed by what they read in books written by 
skeptics and professed agnostics? |

[t seems that a man simply cannot be neutral on the re- 
ligious question. If he is not in sympathy with the Catholic 
Church he is against it. If he is not in sympathy with Prot- 
estantism he must constantly make it known that he is a 
“liberal,” which means that he must boast of not adhering
